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THE EXTENSION OF AGRICUL- 
TURAL EDUCATION. 


{One of the prize orations of the First 
\nnual Kascman Stage in Publie Speak- 
ing at Cornell College of Agriculture, 


held during Farmers’ Week, ending 
February 12, 1910, and delivered by 
Clarence M. Tuttle of Long Island,

Most of you are aware that the ques- 
tion of Agricultural Education is at- 
tracting a good deal of attention in this 
state at the present time. Briefly the 


situation is as follows: 

It is clearly seen that the scientific 
principles of good farming are not 
reaching the people fast ¢nough. There 
luust be an immediate improvement in 
agricultural methods over the state, or 
the population will get ahead of the 
production and our prosperity will de- 
cline. This college by itself is not able 
to cope with the situation. There musi 
be some extension or expansion of the 
system of agricultural edueation. In 
any ¢ Whatever the method of ex 
employed, it first

problem is to find the best system of 
extension and to develope a consistent 
line of

There have been 


Varlous solutions advanced. 


At this time the strongest and most 
prevalent idea is that the best and 
quickest way to spread the science of 
agriculture in the state is to introduce 
its study into the existing schvol sys- 
tem, particularly into the high schvols. 
[ believe that this method is funda- 
mentally wrong. It is putting the cart 
before the horse. The student before 
graduating from high school is not old 
enough to study agriculture any more 
than he is old enough to study engineer- 
ing or law. Farming is a man’s busi- 
Furthermore he has not that 
broad knowledge of those fundamental 
principles underlying agriculture which 
he must have before he can hope to 
study it. Can a person read before he 
learns the words? Can he do algebra 
without knowing simple addition? Can 
he study engineering without first mas- 
tering mathematics? Of course not! 
Then, I ask you, how can he be ex- 
pected to study agriculture before he 
with physics, chemistry, 
biology, physiology and botany? These 
things must precede agriculture. Under 
no conditions should agriculture pre- 
cede them. The foundation must be 
laid before the structure can be built. 
First things first.

Moreover, our school system is de- 
signed to give a general education, to 
provide a good foundation for any walk 
of life. We have no right to intro- 
duce a specialized study into such a 
system. In the nature of things special- 
ization should not come till one has left 
the high school. Suppose, however, it 
were possible to really teach agricul- 
ture in the high sehools, there would 
be no assurance that those who studied 
it would pursue it as a life work. A 
boy of fifteen or sixteen can’t be ex 
pected to tell what he is best fitted for 


in this world. And more important 
still, the requirements of the present 
situation would not be met. No im- 


provement in our agriculture would re- 
sult for years under such a system, and 


the need is immediate. The solution 
of the whole question lies in reaching

these is the infusion into all teaching 
of the spirit of enthusiasm for country 
life. There seems to be a tendency at 
present to lead the mind of the child 
away from the idea of life in the coun- 
try, and to fill him with thoughts of 
the city. Let us give agriculture its 
due. Place it on an equal basis with 
other occupations, in the mind of the 
child, and a great step would be made 
in advance. This could be done by 
simple and homely illustrations in the 
daily work. 

Again, it is perfectly possible to 
teach more science in the high schools 
and to teach it more thoroughly so 
that when the student graduates he 
will be fitted to take up the study of 
practical scientific agriculture at once, 
if he so desires. 

But I have said that this college un- 
aided cannot meet the needs of the 
state, and that I would not have agri- 


culture taught in the high schools. You 
naturally ask, ‘‘Where is it to be 


taught?’’ 

[ submit the following plan which I 
sincerely believe, if carefully and wise- 
ly developed, will solve the problem. 

This plan calls for an Agricultural 
Experiment Station and School in each 
established and 
maintained by the state, and directed 
and controlled by this College of Agri- 
culture. shall

lege, if upon investigation the latter 
approve and recommend that the state 
establish such a station and school in 
that county. All appropriations for the 
County Stations shall be disbursed 
through this institution and the gen 
eral methods of organization and work 
shall be directed from here. In this 
way the whole system will be held to- 
gether as a unit, having definite aims 
and purposes and the strength of con- 
certed action. 

A station shall comprise from one 
hundred to two hundred acres of land, 
centrally located in the county, on soil

The 
whole wil be a combination of a prac- 
tical scientific farm that is public 
property, an experiment station extend- 
ing the field of the farmer’s activity} 
and a school that reaches the people 
with the demonstrations. Through it 
farmers young and old will gain a new 
interest in things agricultural. They 
value of scientific methods; 
will learn of the problems con- 
fronting this country in agricultural 
affairs; they will be quickened, en- 
thused and won to the new agriculture. 
So we will have a unified plan of 
agricultural education, centered in this 
college and touching every county of 
the state. The present day farmers 
will come into contact with it directly. 
The boys will go through high school 
a general education, finding 
themselves, deciding on a life work. 
With the advantages of agriculture 
presented to them fairly, there can be 
no doubt that many will decide on that. 
Some of these will come here to college 
and take the full course. But most of 
them will go directly to a farm, the 
owner of which is already in dvuch with 
his County Station. Each year both 
will go to the station and so _ keep 
pace with agricultural advancement. 

In this way there will be an imme- 
diate improvement in methods over 
the state securing.our position for 
the present, and also there will be 
the assurance that future gegerations 
will be followers of scientifie agricul-

Indeed, owing to the wonderful milk 
producing qualities of Holstein-Friesian 
cows, in order to avoid congestion of 
the udder, it is the common practice 
among those having the better cows to 
milk three times daily for many weeks 
after freshening.

I drove over to Fairview Stock Farm 
the other day and spent a few hours 
with Mr. Dollar. 

Mr. Dollar was in good spirits, hav- 
ing come out in flying colors from an 
official test with a number of Pontiac

lbs. butter, averaging 4.61 per cent., 
and in 30 days 120.88 lbs. averaging 4.2 
per cent. Pontiac Pet 30.07 lbs., aver- 
aging 4.91 per cent., and 116.91 Ibs., 
averaging 4.38 per cent. These are two 
remarkable records and proclaim Pon- 
tiac Korndyke the greatest living sire 


as viewed from the official doings of his 
ogspring. One doy Pontiac Pet made 
4.135 lbs. fat. These two cows are 
great milking machines and your heart 
goes out to them when you look at them 
and realize what a race they made for 
the goal.

I am enclosing you herewith itiner- 
ary of Special Dairy Train which the 
Iowa State Dairy Association, through 
the courtesy of the Burlington Railway 
is running in my charge through svuth- 
ern Iowa. This will undoubtedly be 
one of the greatest dairy trains ever 
run, both as to the number of stops 
(103) and to the thoroughness of the 
equipment of the train. 

The train will be made up*of an 
engine, baggage car, Arms Palace car, 
two lecture coaches and a combination 
diner and sleeper. The baggage car 
will be used for miniature silos, test- 
ing apparatus, dairy literature, ete. 
The Arms Palace car will carry some 
of the most improved specimens of 
dairy animals which will be used at 
every stop for a cow demonstration to 
illustrate the essential points to be ob- 
served in the selection and breeding of 
dairy animals. The two lecture coaches 
will be manned with some of the very 
best speakers on dairy subjects. Such 
subjects as silos and silage , breeding, 
feeding and caring for dairy animals, 
etc., will be treated.

Pearline has been officially tested 
three years in succession.

Huntington, M. D., of Howell, Mich- 
igan. It will be remembered that in 
No. 24, Vol. V, of the World we pub- 
lished an article from Mr. Huntington, 
entitled, ‘‘The Silo Cause of High- 
Priced Feeds’’, and that in a modest 
way we attempted to defend the silo. 
As Mr. Huntington has in his present 
article quoted from our former argu- 
we will briefly refer to some 
points which he has made. 

It is not our purpose to defend ensil- 
age in any dogmatic way. We are 
ready to admit that there may be local- 
ities where the conditions of  svil, 
climate and markets, may effect crops 
and prices in such a way that corn ensil- 
age would not prove the most profitable 
way of handling the corn crop.

In his present article Mr. Hunting- 
ton quotes the recently established 
official records of four members of his 
herd, which he says were made ‘ with- 
out silage but not wholly without suc- 
culence.’’ While we are ready to grant 
that these are most excellent records, 
we do not believe that Mr. Huntington 
will contend that they are better than 
they would have been had these cows 
been fed silage, or, that they might not 
have even improved these records upon 
a silage ration. We might say that in 
the last issue of the World the Stevens 
Brothers report six two-year-old heifers 
in test, each having made better than 
16 Ibs. of butter fat, with first calf; 
and we would add that these heifers 
are fed a silage ration. Of course, 
there are sy many other factors to be 
taken into consideration that the com- 
parison of animals on the basis of 
records and feeds proves little. 





Mr. Huntington says: ‘‘A stock argu- 
ment in favor of silage, is that it is 
more digestible, but Bulletin 15 of 
Cornell University Experiment Station 
makes the dry matter of corn fodder 
more digestible and its ratio 
than that of silage.’’ 
Now, we have no wish tw dispute the 
eminent authority here quoted, but 
merely point out that in his previous

article above referred to, Mr. Hunt- 
ington quotes Bulletin 149 of the 


Michingan Experiment Station as fol- 
‘Tt has been found by a series 
of accurate experiments that the dry 
matter of silage is slightly more digest- 
ible than that of field-cured fodder; 
that the losses in the silo are less than 
field-cured fodder when treated in 
the usual way; that an acre of corn 
will produce slightly more butter when 
stored the silo than when _ field- 
cured.’’ Ilere seems to be a conflict in 
his authorities which we will leave the 
doetor to harmonize. 


He continues: ‘‘As to what advan- 
tage there is in getting the cow to eat 
the entire corn plant, Bulletin 154 gives 
the analysis of the different parts of 
the corn plant. When dent corn was 
cut on September 15, the leaves had a 
ratio of one to 7.1 which can easily be 
balanced by the cheaper feeds, while 
the stalks had a ratio of 36.7 which 
needs a good deal of balancing with 
high priced feeds.’’ We might reverse 
the order of the argument and say since 
high priced condensed feeds .require a 
good deal of balancing corn ensilage 
ought to perform this functivn admir- 
ably; but is it not always pointed out 
that one of the superior points of the 
Holstein-Friesian cow is her powerful 
digestion, enabling her to convert large 
quantities of farm roughage (otherwise 
wasted) into marketable products? 


Again: ‘‘Soft corn mixed with the 
fibre of stalks in the silo is roughage, 
and its nitrogen is more of the amide 
and less of the albuminoid form, and 
hence less nutricious. Feeding soft 
corn to hogs shows the difference.’’ 
Here the doctor goes contrary to his 
Michigan authority, likewise we fear 
that his lack of experience with ensil- 
age has given him a wrong impression. 
We would point out that good ensilage 
ig made from mature corn, and not im- 
mature or so-called ‘‘soft’’ corn. .If 
mature, the curing out in the shock 
does not materially affect the compara- 
tive amounts of amide and albumi 
noid nitrogen. 

Mr. Huntington here quotes a case in 
point. He says: ‘‘In 1908 it took 
twenty acres of the best corn in this 
region to fill a certain silo. There were 
no less than two thousand bushels of

Now, 
our words as quoted above was in reply 
to an inference in the doctor’s prev- 
ious article to the effect that the corn 
plant was very exhaustive to the soil. 
Our contention was that it was not as 
exhaustive as other cerial plants such 
as wheat, flax and cotton from which 
are made most of our condensed feed 
stuffs, except those made from the corn 
product itself, in the process of distil- 
lation or the making of starch. At 
least this is the thought we had in 
mind. The doctor here quotes our words 
and then compares corn with the leg- 
umes to show that the former is more 
exhaustive than the latter. It will be 
seen that this is making a wrong appli- 
cation of our words since a very Inap- 
preciabie amount of our commercial 
condensed feed stuffs come from the 
legumes. 

Farther on the ductor quotes this 
truism: ‘‘Something cannot be made 
from nothing’’ and then proceeds to 
draw the conclusion from it that ‘‘if 
all that is raised is returned to the svil 
to keep up its fertility, certainly noth- 
ing can be sold except that which has 
first been purchased from someone 
else.’’ The doctor must have forgotten

that we have the air to draw from— 
not only nitrogen but carbon; that but 
ter is a pure carbo-hydrate, its consti- 
tuents being taken from the air and 
not from the soil; that when decom- 
posed it returns to the air and not to 
the soil; and, therefore, that the sale 
of butter off the farm does not -im- 
poverish the soil, and needs no pur- 
chace of fertilizer to replenish fertility. 
This is something that all farmers will 
do well to keep perpetually in mind. 

In this connection we will quote once 
more from the doctor. He says: ‘‘If 
the present temperance movement con- 
tinues to grow, it will make serious in- 
roads upon the supply of protein 
feeds.’’ We do not think that the doc- 
tor means to be understood as advo- 
cating intemperance as a means of 
keeping down the price of protein feed 
stuffs. We would suggest that this ob- 
eject might be conserved by converting 
the alcohol into the denatured product 
for use in our automobiles instead of 
by the chauffeurs and others.

crops to render available the fertility 
that is in the soil, but beyond that it 
is a robber of the soil, for while the 
per cent, of protein in the corn plant is 
low, the aggregate is large, and as the 
corn plant has no power to take nitro- 
gen from the air but must get it entire- 
ly from the soil, it necessarily leaves 
the soil poorer by just the amount of 
protein contained in the entire crop and 
this is true of all grasses, including the 
cereal grains, while the legumes, and 
especially clover and alfalfa, have 
tubucles upon their roots which contain 
myriads of microbes which take nitro- 
gen from the air which penetrates the 
soil and combining it with carbohy- 
drates, form protein so that a crop of 
clover takes from the air not only all 
of the nitrogen contained in the crop, 
but nearly as much more which it stores 
in the roots and thus fertilizes the 
soil. 

The bean plant draws nitrogen from 
the air also, but the whole plant con- 
tains more protein than it takes from 
the air and the roots are taken from 
the soil in harvesting, and hence if the 
whole is sold, it is a very depleting 
crop. 

Bean fodder is the cheapest source of 
protein from which I ean purchase it. 
It consists mainly of the pods which, 
although I have never seen any analy- 
sis of them, seem to be very.rich in 
protein. 

People who feed bean fodder to sheep 
say that it is equal to clover hay, but 
IT consider it much better. A gmall 
forkful per day per cow is enough and 
more is liable to prove too laxative, 
like oil meal and hence it does not 
combine ag. well with silage. It serves 
my own purpose well for others tw use 
silage so that I can buy bean fodder 
cheaply. I have bought six tons this 
year for twenty-six dollars, which is 
cheaper than I can hire it raised. 

Cull beans are a good addition to the 
grain ration, but they must be hand 
picked or they will contain gravel and 
Cause trouble about grinding. They 
have u ratio of one to 2.1, and one 
pound will balance three pounds of 
corn and coh meal, or four pounds of 
shelled corn. (Cull beans and bean fod- 
der are usually fed far beyond the pro-

In 1908 we lost our 
clover seeding on a poor spot 
with a nurse crop. Before any of the

In 
spring it was dragged again, one hun 
dred fifty pounds land plaster sown per 
acre, and the seed sown and dragged in 
with the teeth at an angle of forty-five 
degrees. In this way we got a stand 
that withstood a drouth so severe that 
many failed with a nurse crop on good 
soil. 

Another good method is to sow rye 
in the corn and in the spring drag it, 
and sow the seed and then keep it 
pastured off or cease pasturing about 
May fifteenth, and after the rye has 
all gone out of blossom, cut it for hay.

Something cannot be made 
nothing and if all that 
returned to the soil to keep up its fer- 
tility, certainly nothing can be sold 
except that which has first been pur- 
chased of some one else. Protein feeds 
are very expensive fertilizers and their 
use is simply buying the fertility of 
some one else’s soil with which to 
brace up one’s own and adds nothing 
but a certain per centage of waste to 
the general supply, and if the present 
temperance movement continues to 
grow, it will make serious inroads upon 
the supply of protein feeds.

The lands of this country have been 
wheated and then corn and beaned into 
in fertility. We have had virgin soils 
to draw upon to supply this country and 
much to send to Europe, but they are 
of the past. We plow more land than 
can be suitably fertilized or adequately 
cultivated, and the result is infertility, 
weeds and diminished yield, and when 
we consider the enormous amount con- 
sumed in all of the cities of this coun- 
try with the residue carried away as 


sewage, besides the vast amounts ship- 
ped out of the country in the form of 
grain and meats with no return to the 
soil, it requires little wit to see whither 
we are tending unless we draw more 
from the boundless air and less from 
the limited soil.
